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HE YEAR 1948 was one which shattered many records in the truck 

field. Total production, aggregate value of trucks sold, retail sales, 
tota! registrations, truck mileage, employment and taxes established 
new record levels. 


In spite of the record-breaking sales of new trucks since the war, 


the average age of trucks on the highways of this country was still 
7.8 years, compared with 5.6 years in 1941. 


Considerable emphasis is given to the part played by motor trucks 
in the marketing of farm produce. Increased use of the motor truck in 
the marketing field now enables every produce-growing region in the 
United States to reach one or more major wholesale markets in a 
minimum of time: The flexibility and speed of trucks in hauling produce 
to major markets not only benefits the farmer but also the consumer 


by making available fresher products at lower cost. 


About 89 percent of agricultural products marketed are shipped 
by truck directly to initial markets and 11 percent hauled by truck to 
railroad or dock for further shipment by the grower, according to a 
survey by the Department of Agriculture. Another government study 
showed that 33 percent of farm produce is moved off farms by for-hire 
trucks and 22 percent by buyer-operated trucks, while the balance of 
45 percent was hauled by farmer-owned trucks. 


Total gasoline taxes, registration fees, motor carrier taxes, tolls, 
Federal excises and local registration fees and gasoline taxes paid by 
motor truck owners surpassed $1 billion in 1948. Only fifteen years 
earlier (1933) special taxes on cars, trucks and buses combined reached 
$1 billion for the first time. 


An indication of the importance of the motor truck industry is given 
by the employment figures: 5,600,000 are employed in production, 
distribution, servicing and operation of trucks; equivalent to one out of 
every eleven pay-checks issued in the United States.

“In actual practice, highway post offices have advanced the delivery of mails to post 
offices on their routes by as much as 24 hours and have provided within-the-day 
exchange of mails between post offices along the various routes.”’ . . . ‘The possibility 
of utilizing long-haul trucking to supplement railway transportation for the movement 
of bulk mails was studied during the past year and found to be practicable. Shortly 
after the close of the fiscal year the first long-haul trucking contract was placed in 
operation.” .. . “A special study and experiment is being made into the use of truck 
tr to move mails from Great Falls, Mont., and Seattle, Wash., to Anchorage 
and Fairbanks, Alaska. Such service may prove more rapid and cheaper than the 
steamboat and rail service now operating between the continental United States 
and Alaska.”
